The fact that go many men despise the 
tenhis party is due most of all to unconscious 
four pas on the part of the hostess. The 
average tennis player is, perhaps, unduly 
critical of the quality of the balls, yet the 
importance of providing. one’s quests with 
good balls is 3 fact frequently overlooked at 
many a would-be-ideal tennis party. 

almost equa! importance for the success 
of a tennis afternoon ts an adequate provision 
for the fielding of balls. There is nothing so 
detrimental to the enjoyment of a really good 
double as frequent and lengthy “' ball hunts 
of a more or less compulsory nature, generaliy 
organised by an anxious hostess 

If it is not possible to have the court 
netted, it is nearly always easy to find a few 
ball boys or girls, who are only too willing 
to do a few hours’ fielding in return fora little 
pocket money and a ‘festive’’ tea. 

The slight expense to the hostess is amply 

id by the money saved in replacing lost 
ba is. 

When planning a private tennis court for 
the first tune, it is important to allow for a 
sufficient run back from the base line at both 
ends. To omit doing this is to court Gianeter 
in a critical tennis world. 

After all. the enterprising hostess should 
ever remember that it is, as a rule, minor 
detaiis, insignificant as they may seem, which 
make or mar the success of every tennis 
party R. F.

PLAYTHINGS. 


HILDREN’S playthings! What re: 
Cc membrances arise oí the nursery; of 
favourite dolls, whose faces are still 
familiar to us as former friends! Children’s 
laythings! How much do we owe them! 
Vho knows what of science, invention. and 
rogress may not be attributable to them! 
What landmarks of history, fashion, and 
manners may they not becóime! Take the 
toys of the last two centuries, and what a 
jctorial history of England lies before us: 
her wars, hér discoveries, manufactures, loco- 
motives, machinery and dress; all are in the 
hands of our children. Of the antiquity of 
children’s pla ge many records remain ; 
and by these fairy footsteps we may measure 
the refinement and civilisation of a people. 
Egypt, which was the cradle of Grecian arts 
and the teather of other countries, has left, 
as we know, traces of herself, not only in 
her mummies and pyramids, but also in her 
toys. 
it Egypt, ge had her toys, Greece and 
o Bel the heirs, too; and as surely aenres 
aud with hig bricks in the of 
haraoh, so, we may believe, did Virginia 
carry her dolls and Cesar his mimic car. 
And our own dolls! What treasures they 
were, with their nicely-adjusted joints, and 
limbs capable of obeying the caprices of the 
most exacting rea te “mistress; and what 
ingenuity was called forth in the young pro- 
fessors of anatomy to re-set the broken cra 
and legs. The first wax doll who made her 


was «a Court beauty of 
1795, wearing the triple ylumd, out of com: 
pliment to the Prince of Wales; who married 
in that year. Her white muslip and printed 
calico dresg was in the Taghiow of the day ; 
and the sash which confined“Her waist floated 
behind so gracefully as to make our renuncia- 
tion of pomps and vanities a hard task. But 
these dolle were costly articles; a years 
savings were sometimes required to buy one; 
and it. Was reserved for the next generation 
to see their descendants stand in ever- ‘blushing 
beauty in our toy-shops, declaring ' We are 
only fourpence.” 

As with dolls, so with other toys: 
made rapid progress. Each toy, im 
ward move, has meanwhile done its work ; 
has amused the childish mind, then awakened. 
its curiosity, then stimulated its inventive 
genius. He who was scolded by his nurse as 

a mischievous boy who spoiled his playthings 
has become the ingenious mechanic or skilful 
engineer; and the fingers which hemmed the 
doll’s robe have learned their Jesson of 
cheerful industry to be hereafter employed 
in human dolls. Toys for children, while 
they are the record of the fashion which 
passeth away, are also fulfilling a higher 
destiny ; philosophy in sport becomes science 
in earnest ; for these toys in the hands of our 
infants are the parents of those great dis- 
coveries, those marvellous improvements in 
arts. manufactures and commerce, which are, 
after all, but the playthings of children of a 
larger growth.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 


COLLIDED WITH LAMP- 
POST. 


PORTER’S APPEAL DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE JJDGE DROMGOOLE.) 
Judgment w= delivered in favour of the 
defendants in the case of Smith v. Kings- 
town Urban District Council, in which an 
appeal had been brought by the plaintiff, 
Christopher Smith, éa porter, of North 
court avenue, Kingstown, from a decision of 
the District Justice dismissing his claim 
against the defendants for £10 damages for 
personal iniuries, alleged to have been sus- 
tained by him through the negligence of the 
defendants in not keeping a lamp in Emmet 
street lighted, with the result that he came 
into collision with the disused lamp-post while 

he was going to work early in the morning. 

It appeared that the plaintiff had suffered 
from injuries to the left side of his head, 
eve and face, for which he was medically 
treated in St. Michaela Hospital. The de- 
fence was that there was no liability on the 
defendants to light the streets. 

Judge Dromyoode held that the defendants 
were not bound to keep a lamp lighted in 
the disused lamp-post, and dismissed the 
appeal, with costs 

Mr. Kough (instructed by Mr. James Brady) 
appeared for the plaintiff and appellant; and 
Mr. Maguire, K.C. (instructed by Mr. E. J. 
Kenny) for the defendants and respondents. 

A £43,230 CLAIM. 

Giving judgment in the case in which Mrs. 
Marion Power claimed £43,280 compensatiou 
for pictures and other property destroyed in 
her premises, Upper Sackville street, Dublin, 
during the diterhenc ‘es in 1922, Judge Drom 
goole said that he had not the least doubt 
that the applicant had bought these pictures 
with great judgment and skill. She had told 
him with perfect candour and honesty the 
price paid for them. Of the thirty-five 
pictures which were the subject of the claim 
she had bought twenty-two for £56 17s. He 
was satisfied that the pictures were worth a 
good deal more than she paid for them, but 
when they went into tens of thousands it 
was quite a different thing. He did not 
accept Mrs. Power's evidence as an expert, 
nor did he think that she had any qualifica 
tions to assess the value of those pictures, or 
to attribute them to the famous painters, 
Vandvke, Reynolds and others, as she had 
done. There was not a shadow of evidence 
on which he could hold that any one of these 
pictures was the work of any of the painters 
named. He accepted the evidence of Mr. 
George Ferrin absolutely on all questions of 
fact. Mr. Ferrin saw these pictures at some 
time, and made two offers to.

CAMPAIGN. AGAINST 
LEPROSY, ' 


WORK IN INDIA AND 
AFRICA. 


——o——_ 


Mr. Frank -Oldrieve, Secretary to the 
British Empire Leprosy Relief Association, 
who was the guest of the Dublin ‘Rotary 
Club yesterday in Clery’s Restaurant, de- 
scribed the work done in the British 
Celonies, especially in India. and Africa, 
to stamp out the dread disease of leprosy. 


i LEOPARDSTOWN. 

, He said that it was interesting to Rotarians. 
in Ireland to know that the Rotary Club of 
Caleutta in January last had nominated a 
committee to help to raise funds to assist in 
the campaign against leprosy. There was 
now little or no leprosy in the British Isles, 
but. centuries ago the disease was rife, and 
there existed in England and Ireland many 
lazdr-houses for the infected. Leopardstown 
derived. its name from being the place to 
which lepers were sent out from the City of 
Dublin. Leprosy was due to a bacillus,,and 
it took from three to five years to incubate. 
Its results were fearful—deformation, dis- 
Sear, ulcers, etc. 

here were, it was estimated, 200,000 in 
India, and between 60,000 and 70,000 begging 
lepers in that country, and some of the best 
classes in the country, people of wealth and 
station, were victims. There were at least 
500,000 British subjects suffering from 
leprosy. Many such were “to foond in 
Australia and New Zealand. 

REMEDIES DISCOVERED. 

Some years ago Chaulmoogra oil, obtained 
from a tree, was discovered to be an effective 
remedy when applied to the sufferers, but 
research work that was carried on in India 
by Sir Leonard Rogers had resulted in still 
further remedies, which not only checked the 
growth of the disease, but y cu 
those who were affected. Within the past 
thfee years several hundreds of cures had been 
recorded in India, in the Philippines, in 
Japan and in the British possessions in 
Africa. , 

The speaker laid emphasis on three points 
of the present situation—(1) that segregation 
was an effective measure in reducing the 
nimber of lepers and preventing the spread 
of the disease; (2) that leprosy is not. here- 
ditary, because, wonderful to relate, all the 
children of leper parents are born healthy, 
and it is only by contact that they are after-- 
wards affected; (3) leprosy is now curable, 
and only the present generation had to be 
dealt with, aint the disease, it. is believed, 
could be stamped out in the greater part of 
the yo within the next thirty years. 

Mr. Oldrievg handed round photographs of 


persons showing their. condition before and | 


after treatment, and concluded by a general 
appeal to all Christians to aid in the work of 
relieving suffering and making the Empire, in 
every corner of it, a healthy place to live in. 

Asked. how leprosy was made to disappear 
from the British Isles, Mr. Oldrieve said 
that, first of all, segregation was rigorously 
gais in many parts oí Britain in the 

iddle Ages. There was no special treatment 
then, but a maga resistance to the disease, 
better sanitation, better food supplies—these 
clí resulted in the disease being stamped 
out.

A clean man did 
not like touching dirt. If he was dictator 
of this country he would not be content with 
showing mercy to public men who stooped 
to accept bribes. e would put them up 
against a wall forthwith, because bribery was 
a crime against the whole social and public 
life of the country. 

In the course of a discussion as to the 
Government proposal to establish credit 
societies, the meeting expressed the opinion 
that it was inadequate to meet the present 
emergency in Clare 

Colonel O'Callaghan: Westropp remarked 
that if a syndicate of . American millionaires 
restocked the farms in the West, they would 
have to-do it all over again every six weeks, 
as the lands were saturated with fluke germs, 
ahd required to be disinfected by a course of 
artificia] manures. . 

Mr. P. King, Ballycoriek, said: that all 
patties in his district had suggested a con- 
ference between. the various. candidates so 
that the expense of an election might be 
avoided. | 

Mr. Connor Hogan, T.D., said that they 
were sick and tired of compromises in Clare, 
which had brought them nothing bat ruin. 
They knew nothing. of the Labour or 
Republican programmes, but they were en- 
titled to assume that those programmes were 
hostile to the interests of the farmers, and 
they would have nothing to do with them.

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RAILWAY PEACE. - 


ELABORATE MACHINERY 
OF NEGOTIATION, . 


SERIES OF ‘TRIBUNALS. 


q 


During the past week or two a úill 
deal has been heard of the Irish Railway 
Wages Board, but the public knows very 
little about its special functions and the 
elaborate machinery which exists for the 
discussion and settlement of disputes. 

The scheme had its origin’ in Great 
Britain about four years ago.. The 
frequent occurrence of disputes ef a local 
or minor character, which had to be re- 
ferred to railway headquarters for dis- 
cussion and ruling; meant the loss of 
valuable time. Many of these differences 
could have been settled by a conference 
between the officials and workers on the 
spot, but they had no authority to deal 
with jocal: questions in a common-sense 
way. In order to end,that state of affairs 
the companies and thir employés set up 
what is known as the “ machinery of 
negotiation,” and it has given. excellent 
results in Great Britain. i 

Hundreds of small disputes which: might 


i 


whole of the British railways, have been 
settled amieably Bé one or other of ‘the 
councils which the scheme provides, The 
same applies, though in less degree, to the 
Irish Railways, where the scheme was 
adopted only a year ago. 

THE TRIBUNALS. Sc 

Under the scheme. five classes. of tribunals 
have been. established. The title of the first: 
“Local. Departmental Committees,” almost 
explains itself. A Committee's functions are 
to “provide a recognised means of communi- 
‘cation between the employés and the: loca 
officials of a railway company,’ and it is 
empowered to consider ‘‘ the arrangement of 
working hours, breaks, physica) welfare, holi- 
days, etc. It will be seen at once’ how; 
factorily settled during a friendly talk ‘be- | 
th sides. It seldom: been. found 
necessary to refer questions: discussed at the 
committees to a higher council. 

Sect:onal Railway: Councils, of which 
only four are allowed in a railway, form the 
second class. Like ali the other tribunals, 
the councils are composed of an equal number 
of workers and railway company representa- 
tives. In no case can the representatives of 
either exceed seven. A council's fangtions 
are varied, and include: quéstions.of salaried, 
wages, hours of duty, co-operation with a 
view to increasing business efficiency’ and 
economy, the wellbeing of staffs, etc. 

Railway Councils, of which one is allowed 
for every railway, are made up of four re- 
presentatives of the employés and four of the 
railway company concerned. They deal with 
matters that are- referred to them by the 
Sectional Councils. 

WAGES BOARDS 

To deal with all questions relating to rates 
of pay, hours of duty or other conditions of 
service which are referred to it through 
absence of agreement between the railway 
companies the railway trade: unions; ‘is 
the. special function of the Central Wages 
Board. ' If that body fails to reach agreement 
the question in’ dispute is referred. to the 
Irish Railway Wages Board, which is the 
final Court o “oe. Both the Central and 
National Wages rds, it should be noted, 
may arrange before beginning their delibera- 
tions whether a majority or an unanimous 
finding should ‘be regarded as the decision of 
the courts. In no case, however, must the 
findings of either body be regarded as legal 
or binding. But in practice it bas been 
found that the awards made by the National 
W ages Board are honoured by both sides. 

_ The personnel of the Central Wages Board 
is made up of railway men only—seven re- 
presentatives of the companies and seven of 

á wieir ms unions. 

1s only when a dispute is referred to 
the National Wages Board that the people 
who use the railways are consulted. This: 
body is made up of seventeen, membegs,: of. 
whom thé “chairman. must have. ‘held a 
judimidd appointment .or. be a senior 
member of the Inner Bar. .Fdur anem-_| 

' are “se to represent the 
railway users. These include one “from the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce and ‘one from 
the Belfast Chamber of Commerce, and two 
from the Irish Trades Union Congressdne 
from the South and.one.from the ‘North. 
Railway interests are looked: after by six 
representatives of the companies, as a rule 
general managers, and six representatives of 
the railway trade. unions represent the em. 
ployés’ interests. 

THE NATIONAL BOARD. 

The business of the National Railway 
Wages Board is, as the title indicates, to 
deal primarily with questions relating to 
wages, though other matters are frequently 
referred to it. At the meeting of the Board 
which was held under the presidency of Mr, 
Justice Wylie last week no fewer than 
eighteen matters were disposed of, including 
the question of the p d cut of 5s. per 
week in the wages of certain classes of 
workers. ; 

An important provision in the scheme is 
that “‘no withdrawal of labour sHall take 
place before the expiration of twenty-eight 
days after a dispute has been referred to the 
Irish Railway Wages Board.” That at least 
gives time for further negotiations for the 
peaceiul settlement of disputes.

Dr. Plunket presided at the meeting, which

sident of the Mothers’ Union. He said that

Home life must be permanent: it cotil@* trot 
tbe made to-day arid broken to-morrow. ~The 
htisband- oul ask be a husband to-day and 
riot’ a husband to-morrow; and the father 
could not be a father to-day and not a father 
tO-morrow. i ; 

‘In the Free ‘State they were going threugh 
‘a’ time of transition. They were now making 
their own laws, laws’ which would make or 
‘mar the destinv of their beloved cotintry. 
One of the laws about which there ‘was a 
great deal of: dncertainty, as well as disagree- 
ment;*way the question of what ought to be 


God, their laws would be not just in aecord- 
ance with expediency or human feeling, but 
according to the laws and teachings of Jesus 
Christ ; and he suggested that in framing their 
new marriage laws there were three principles 
their legislators ought to bear in mind and 
carrv out, The first was one that. he was 
afraid, had not always been recognised, and 
that was the equality of man and woman.

Secondly, he thought that the immoral 
person (if there was going to be any question 
of imynorality) should not be treated, as at 
present, just as a sinner, but as a criminal;

or murderers. If divorce was ever to he 
granted at all, it must only be granted on the 
one reason laid down by Jesus Christ. 

The guilty party must not under any cir- 
cumstances be allowed to marry again.: This 
might seem drastic, yet he thought it would 
gain the approval of the main body of the 
population.

OFFICIAL DENIALS. 

The Quai d Orsay originally denied the 
attacks on the French zone by the Riffs.

The unusual tight censorship established 
in Morocco limits all military reports to 
official communiqués; forbidding comment 
upon these, and prohibiting altogether 
mention of the political situation. 

As far as I can gather, the facts so far 
bear out the reports that the French losses 
pre not exceptionally heavy, but the whole 
energies of the Army are bent upon keep- 
ing them negligible to prevent an inter- 
pellation upon the subject, at the same 
time magnifying the heroic victories of the

operations. 
THE CENSORSHIP. 

The censorship evinces much nervous 
ness. My telegrams, after being consored 
by the regular Censor, and signed with a 
promise that. they should be despatched 
immediately, were re-stopped at Rabat, 
re-translated, re-censored and mangled, 
although they reported nothing but the 
facts. Even the date and the number of 
words in the dispatches were cut out to 
prevent the world from knowing the 
consorship existed. 

The local political situation is delicate. 
That the Riffian spirit for independence 
infects the whole of. Morocco is the danger 
the French Army must contend with. 

Marshal I.yautey, refusing my request 
to go to the front to observe the opera- 
tions, said: ' You must remember this is 
mot like France, where the people are 
behind the Army.” 

Regardless of whether the French cross 
the frontier, international complications 
are threatened. If the French do not 
cross, France will always be liable to a 
renewal of attacks, despite the large 
frontier guard. ,1f she does cross, as 
already pointed out, the cost of the cam- 
paign will be a serious obstacle, and the 
crossing itself will establish a precedent 
for other countries landing troops to pro- 
tect the interests of their nationals. 

FOREIGN INTERESTS. 

British investments are by far the largest 
In the Riff. One iron mine near Melilla 
is producing a million tons yearly. 
Another, within a mile of the coast, is 
wnworkable owing to the lack of law and 
prder—the original ravson d'étre for the 
Protectorate. 

If Spain officially permits the French 
rrossing, Nit is an admission that she is no 
longer policing her own territory, which 
would give other countries an excuse ‘0 
land a few troops to protect private 
property and nationals. 

Great Britain especially cannot afford 
to permit the Riff territory to remain open 
to any Power wishing to enter. 

Spain herself has been negotiating for a 
truce with Abde] Krim. Abdel Krim is 
demanding Tetuan. 

SPANISH TROOPS SENT HOME. 

If the Spanish withdraw altogether—as 
(eneral Primo de Rivera is threatening to 
do~—and the Krim Government is recog- 
nised, the status of the situation between 
France and the Riff changes, and in this 
situation England certainly, and Italy 
possibly, will be represented. 

General Primo de Rivera, instead of

A cable from Tokio to the Japanese 
Embassy in London says that the district 
chiefly affected by the earthquake, which 
visited the Northern part of the Prefecture 
of Hyogo at 11 a.m. on the 23rd instant, 
was that between the towns of Toyooka 
and Hamazaka, a distance of thirty miles. 

In Toyooka, a town of 9,118 inhabitants 
100 persons were killed and injured, due 
to the earthquake and the fire which 
followed, and nearly 2,000 houses were 
burnt down. 

In Kinosaki (3,601 population) there 
were some casualties, 700 houses burnt, 
and the town was practically destroyed by 
fire. 

In Kumihama, another small town, 500 
houses were destroyed by fire. 


ing city of Japan, and Kobe, the premier 
port, of Japan, both entirely escaped 
casualties er material damage. The 
economical effect of this earthquake will 
be infinitesimal, as not only is the district 
affected limited in extent, but it also con- 
tains no important industries. 

The dislocation of the railways in the 
affected district was remedied soon after 
the earthquake, and traffic is now normal.

KINOSAKI, Monday. 

The damage caused by Saturday’s earth- 
quake was confined within sharply marked 
areas. Although the shock was felt strongly 
one hundred miles from Kinosaki, there. are 
no signs of damage ten miles from the town. 

Out of the two thousand houses of which 
this town consisted, only one, a stone build- 
ing, remains. Local estimates place the 
number of deaths at 600, but officials consider 
it to be no more than 200. So far 127 charred 
bodies have been recovered. 

This attractive hot spring resort consisted 
principally of one very leon and very narrow 
street, lined with shops betweén the river 
and a precipitous hillside, 

Houses fell into the street, pinning down 
those of the inhabitants who ran out into it. 
Other people who began to climb the hillside, 
but were ‘unable to reach the summit,: fell 
victims to whirlwinds of flame, which ignited 
the trees. 

Of the six bath-houses four collapsed, and 
everybody who was bathing at the time was 
killed. 

The greatest difficulty is experienced. in 
ascertaining the casualties owing to the large 
number of strangers visiting the place for the 
cure. 

Re-building has already begun. Beautiful 
weather is rendering the hardships of the 
refugees much lighter than they might have 
been. Most of the refugees are in camp and 
some are in boats. 

Firemen and some 500 sailors from Maizuru 
dockyard are clearing up the wreckage and col- 
Jecting bodies. Many of the injured were taken 
to Toyooka Hospital, which escaped the flames, 
although half of Toyooka was burned and 
fiftv people were killed there. 

Kumibam, a village of 300 inhabitants, was 
almost burned out, and was then finished off 
by a tidal wave. Offers of assistance have 
been received from America, but the earth- 
quake was on too small a scale to justify 
international aid.

POSTPONEMENT PROBABLE.

With an extension of the sittings during 
some part of the coming month it may be 
possible for the Dail to adjourn for the holi- 
das during the second week of July.

REMAINS CREMATED 
YESTERDAY. 


IMPRESSIVE PUBLIC 
TRIBUTES. 


ALL-NIGHT WATCH BY 
IRISH GUARDS. 


Throughout the night Irish Guardsmen 
have watched by the cremated remains of 
Earl French of Ypres, in the Guards’ 
Chapel at Wellington Barracks, London. 
Two thousand persons filed past the coffin 
yesterday evening. 

This afternoon a Memorial Service will 
be held at Westminster Abbey, and after- 
wards a military funeral procession will] 
escort the remains to Victoria Station. 
Detachments of the French and Belgian 
Armies will march with British naval ani 
military contingents. The burial will be 
at Ripple, in Kent. 

Yesterday the body of the Field-Marshal 
was taken from Deal Castle, where he 
died, and conveyed by motor hearse to the 
Crematorium ‘at Golder’s Gréén. ~ There 
was no ceremony at the Castle, but a 
large crowd thronged the approaches and 
watched the departure of the hearse. 

When the undertaker and his men 
entered the little chapel within the Castle, 
where the remains had been deposited, 
they found that there was no Union 
Jack, and the only one available was that 
which was flying at half-mast on the 
fortification outside. This was hauled 
down and placed on the coffin. 

The relatives, except Lady French, who 
was confined to bed, had gone to London 
by an early train, and the coffin was 
accompanied over the Castle drawbridge to 
the hearse only by the undertaker and 
staff and the two nurses who had been 
with the Earl during his illness. 

At the Crematorium a brief Service, 
which was choral, was conducted by the 
Rev. Basil G. Bouchier. As the coffin 
passed from sight “ O rest in the Lord "’ 
was sung. After the ceremony the ashes 
were placed in a small oak casket and 
conveyed to the Guards’ Chapel. 


AT THE GUARDS’ CHAPEL. 
FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS, 

On arrival at the Guards’ Chapel, the 
remains were received by a Guard of Honour 
of the Irish Guards, and the casket, covered 
with the Union Jack, was borne into the 
Chapel by four warrant officers. The sword, 
baton, and helmet of the dead Field-Marshal, 
together with a wreath, from the widow, were 
placed on the casket; and, flanked on each 
side by two burning candles, it was guarded 
by four Irish Guardsmen standing with bent 
heads and reversed arms. 

The public will be admitted to the Chapel 
until four o’clock this afternoon. 

The service at Westminster Abbey will 
begin at 5.30 p.m., and at its conclusion the 
procession will pass to Victoria Station by 
way of Horse Guards Parade, The Mall, and 
Buckingham Palace road. 

Eight squadrons of cavalry (Hussars and 
Life Guards) will precede six battalions of 
infantry—a battalion from each of the five 
regiments of Foot Guards and a battalion of 
the Royal West Kent Regiment. After the 
massed bands will come detachments from 
the Royal Navy, the Belgian Army, and the 
French Army. “O ”' Battery of the Royal 
Horse Artillery will provide the gun carriage 
for the coffin.

SECOND READING 
DEBATE. 


In a leading article The Times observes— 
The temper of the House of Commons during 
the important secorid reading debate on the 
Finance Bill was the best justification of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s contention that 
the Budget and the Budget policy have met 
with a solid dnd. substantial preponderance 
of acceptance throughout the country. There 
were no signs of any great unpopularity, 
none of that deep tide of opposition which 
its critics have seen swelling under the spell 
of their criticisms. They have had plenty 
of time. to call hostile spirits from the vasty 
deep; they have not spared in their incanta- 
tions, but the spirits have not come. They 
have not even shown the slightest intention 
of coming, or paid a décent respect to the 
exhortations of the conjurers. That may be 
partly due to the fact that these criticisms, 
as Mr. Churchill maintained in a characteristic 
passage, are ‘‘unreiated,. contradictory, 
mutually destructive in many _ cases, 
and, on. the whole, superficial in 
character.” ‘Ihe financial scheme of the 
Government is a part of their scheme for 
social reform—a policy on which they went 
to the country, on which they were returned, 
and. which they mean to carry out. The two 
things are inseparable. The Government are 
looking boldly to the future as well as to the 
immediate present, and they believe that the 
settlement of the insurance question on a 
contributory basis will greatly benefit 
industry by relieving millions of workers 
from fears which constantly press upon them 
and unsettle their minds. Ons a Govern- 
ment with a fair prospect of stability for three 
or four years, such as this Government pos- 
sesses, could venture to make a beginning 
with this great reform. 

The peel sn is not free fro:s drawhacks, 
but the whole of if is generous and. coura- 
geous in conception and very skilfully and 
fairly balanced. between the divergent inte- 
rests which it anects. To call it a rich man’s 
Budget is grotesque. Thé comparisons which 
Mr. Churchill made between his remissions of 
direct and indirect taxation respectively and 
those of Mr. Snowden demonstrate this gro- 
tesqueness very effectively. The very peopie 
who do not relish it are chiefly those who are 
supposed by Labour to profit by it. But-it 
obviously reflects the views and the aspira- 
tions of the vounger Conservatives as a body. 
They welcome it as an able and sincere 
attempt to apply in practice the social policy 
which Mr. Baldwin has _ consisteittly ex- 


pounded.

THE HERO OF THERMOPYL. 


Mr. George A. MacMillan, Chairman of the 
Managing Committee of the British School at 
Athens, writes in a letter to T'he Times :— 
The Director of the British School at Athens 
has just sent me from Sparta some interesting 
details of the newly discovered statue which 
was reported in your columns of May 16th. 
In addition to the magnificent torso, which 
is complete to the waist, except for the two 
arms, we now possess most of the crest of 
the helmet, the left leg from just ‘below the 
knee to the ankle, showing a greave finély 
decorated with a pattern of spirals, ending in 
a snake’s head; a small portion of the shield, 
and a fragment of the right foot. As much 
of the deposit in which these fragments were 
found still remains to be examined, there is 
good hope of the missing parts yet being re 
covered. 

The statue is of Parian marble, and, to 
judge from the careful way in which the back 
is worked, seems to have stood free, and not 
to have come from a pediment. Although the 
modelling of the chest and back is in a free 
and developed style, the face is distinctly 
archaic, indicating, perhaps, that the artist 
was influenced by a traditional type of 
helmeted warrior. Although there is at pre- 
sent no evidence for an identification, it is 
tempting to suggest that we may possibly 
have a memorial to the hero of Thermopyle.

THE REDISCOVERY OF IRELAND. 

In an article under the above heading in 
the Westminater Gazette of to-day, *‘ H. C.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The two sections of the Opposition. com- 
bined in-an attack on the Finanee Bill 
when it came. before the House of Com- 
mons this evening on the motion for 
second reading. The Liberals had" placed 
on the paper a reasoned amehdmeént in 
the names of Sir John Simon, Mr. Lloyd 
George, Captain Wedgwood Benn, Sir H. 
Thomas and Mr. .Fenby, but the Speaker 
gave precedence to the motion of the 
official Opposition proposing the rejection 
of the Bill. It was moved by Mr. Snowden 


in a speech that lasted just over an hour. 

The ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer 1n- 
dulged in no heroics, but his indictment ot 
the Chancellor, from the point of view o! 
Labour, was all the move effective because of 
the restraint which he placed upon him- 
self in exposing what he considered to be the 
iniquities of the 1925 Budget. The Govern- 
ment, he declared, had disappointed a great 
number of their own supporters, who had 
iooked for a reduction of national expendi- 
ture; had falsified the pledges given at .the 
general election, had increased the volume of 
unemployment, depreciated the value of Go- 
vernment Stocks, and had given relief to the 
income tax and super tax payers at the ex- 
pense of the poorer classes of the community. 
To him that hath shall be given, and to 
him that hath not shall be taken away, even 
that which he hath,” quoted Mr. Snowden. 
The great needs of industry, he said, had 
Leen overlooked, and they found Mr, €Chure- 
hill, who once described land values as a 
fiiting object for taxation, passing them by 
in order to put a tax on silk, 

He wondered whether the Conservative 
Party really. thought in their hearbs that 
they had an ásset in Mr. Churchill, If so, 
they were in for a disappointment. The 
Chancellor, in effect; was the greatest asset 
that the Labour Party ever had. Concluding, 
Mr. Snowden ‘said that he was under no 
delusions.as to the fate of -his. amendment. 
The servile herdes behind the: Prime Minister 
would troop obediently, but by no means 
happily, through the lobbies, but the:¢ontro- 
vérsies which had been raised by this Budget 
would not be ended by the defeat of the 
Upposition, 

LIBERAL CRITICISM. 

Mr. Lloyd Georg who. had been busily 
taking notes whist Me. hnowden Was speak- 
ing, followed. Now, he said, that the 
glamour of the Chancellor's rhetoric had 
evaporated, the Budget could be examimed 
coolly, in a clearer atmosphere. The cardinal 
effect of the financial proposals seemed to 
him fo be that Mr. Churchill, having in 
quired into the prospects of trade, and framed 
his Budget on the assumption that 
were not going to be very mu h: better dur- 
ing the current financial year, had dis- 
missed the whole subject from bis mind. No 
steps had been taken to cut down expendi- 
ture during the period of depression. 

Critic'sing the silk duties, he acquitted Mr 
Churchill of anv pretension to produce a 
Protectionist Budget. But circumstances had 
proved too much for him, and there was no 
doubt now as to the Protective character of 
the duties The Chaneellor did not’ begin 
with the idea of Protection, but he had heen 
kicked into it. “It ‘was a poignant tragedy 
when a man became an awful example of “his 
own warning. Kighteen months ago Mr. 
Churchill was saving :—‘‘ Free trade is vital 
to our island home; beware of the fatal risk 
of rashness,, preoipitanty: and -igeepagre,”* > 

Thera waa Considerable Jaughtér when Mr. 
Lloyd George went on to refer to the leader- 
ship of the March Hare and the Mad Hatter 
‘they're both there together,” exclaimed 
member. No, pursued Mr. Lloyd 
“the Mad Hatter has not been 
taking anv interest in the Budget since 1 
was introduced, but the March Hare is there” 

pointing towards the Treasury Bench, where 
the Prime Minister was saying—‘“‘ and the richt 
hon. gentleman is probably thinking how soon 
he will be ready to be jugged.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George quoted’ another speech 
from Mr. Churchill, in which he spoke of 
protection as a return to.the Dark Ages. 
Now they found him as the bugler of that 
great retreat. And the interests behind him 
would kick him further and further back. 
The right hon. gentleman, eoncluded -Mr. 
Llovd George, had a great opportunity of 
assisting industry, but his Budget has only 
added to its burdens. He has not given the 
relief he ought to have given. He has inter 
fered with a great and growing industry, and 
he has not considered, as he ought to have 
done, the present conditions of trade. That 
is the real vice of the Budget, and I shall 
certainly vote against it. 

CHANCELLOR NOT DISMAYED. 

Mr. ChurcMill, having heard the worst. that 
the Opposition could think of in regard to the 
Budget, was not in the least dismayed. The 
criticisms he characterised as unreal, con- 
tradictory, mutually destructive and, on the 
whole, superficial. He had failed to discover 
in the country apy signs which would lead 
to the conclusion that the Budget was un- 
popular. On the contrary, -he had been as- 
sured of solid acceptance and support. As to 
Mr. Snowden, he rather pitied his seeming 
struggles to overcome the natural amiahbility 
of his character. They. saw him as the stern 
economist, and again as the Socialist poli- 
tician pledged to the nationalisation of all the 
means of production, the apostle of class war- 
fare rantiug against wealth and exploiting the 
| pitiful prejudices of the street-corner type. 

he Chancellor went on io quote figures for 
the purpose of disposing of the idea that this 
was a rich man's Budget. On the contrary, 
he vontended, his proposals in regaasd to direct 
taxation and pensions would afford more relief 
to the classes whom Mr. Snowden had so 
much in mind than by merely handing out 
‘dollops’? of relief in the reduction of tea 
and sugar. All this outery of class prejudice 
was made to hang on two millions out of 432 
millions, the amount’ contributed to the 
Nationa] Revenue by the direct taxpayer. 
Having dealt. with Mr. Snowden, Mr. 
Churchill turned to’ the Liberal amendment. 
Had Mr. Lloyd George taken anv part in its 
drafting? Did he approve of it” Had he 
heen consulted on the subject’ He was rather 
inclined to doubt it, seeing that the amend 
ment contained some of the most gross and 
extraordinary blunders and errors he had ever

FAVOURABLE OUTLOOK. 

The fifth ordinary general meeting of the 
Amalgamated Rubber Estates, Ltd., was held 
ge Tn at Winchester House, London, E.C., 

James Fairbairn (the chairman of the 
company) presiding. 
The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts, said that he was 
pleased to be able once again to present a 
really good balance sheet and profit and loss 
account.

He (the 
Chairman) and Mr, Radcliffe had had a con- 
ference in Paris with Mr. Inhelder on the 
whole question of the policy to be adopted 
by the company in relation to the existing 
estates and those of the Gunong Malayu 
plantations. The work bein ad ég on by 
the Amalgamated (Rubber) Deve ent Co., 
Ltd., in opening up and planti 000 acres 
was proceeding satisfactorily, ng was @ very 
valuable asset of their company. As regarded 
the Gunong Malayu plantations, he could 
only reiterate what he had said at the extra 
ordinary general meeting held in March—that 
it was the firm opinion of himself and his 
co-directors that a great company like theirs 
should not be solely dependent on one com- 
modity, rubber, but should, at the earliest 
possible opportunity, extend its interests by 

‘coming a mixed producer. Some _ share- 
holders might think that, with the present 
price of rubber, the Gunong Malayu planta

‘The present high price of rubber did 
not for one moment alter the belief that the 
mixed producing company was by far the 
safer company in which to invest, and the 
one on which shareholders could place reason. 
able reliance for constangy of dividends. It 
must not be assumed that all plantation com- 
panies—-and their own company was no ex- 
ception—were receiving the full benefit of the 
prices now being obtained for rubber... They 
had sold a portion of their crop forward 
for the present year, and their average selli 
price up to date was about Is. 64d. Thoss 
sales forward represented about 60 per cemh 
of their crop of rubber. 

Dealing with the general situation of @® 
rubber industry, the Chairman said that he 
was an enthusiastic upholder of the Stevensae 
restriction scheme, and he saw no need fo 
considering the revision of its provisions. The 
scheme was sufficiently elastic to allow fee 
any contingencies in the plantation industry, 
and the kind of clamour which had been 
going on in certain quarters for a revision 
was, to say the least, ill-informed. At a 
meeting of a rubber company recently the 
chairman made a statement that very soon 
the Stevenson scheme would automaticalls 
come to an end on the releases going to 
100 per cent. That statement was entirely 
erroneous The Stevenson scheme was so 
framed that it could go, if necessary, up to 
12) per cent., but as to the advisability of 
keeping the machinery of the scheme in 
being and in good working order there could 
he no two opinions. The scheme, as it stood 
at the present time, was primarily a scheme 
over which buyers held the control. Demand 
would always ensure further releases, and 
that must always be in the hands of the 
buver. It was a well-known economic maxim 
that the buyers a had the advantage, 
and that maxim plied at the present 
moment as firmly in truly as regarded the 
rubber industry, governed as it was by the 
Stevenson scheme, as it did to the buying 
and selling of any other commodity. In con- 
clusion, the Chairman said that they were one 
ot the fortunate companies who would be in 
a position to meet the increased demand for 
rubber when it arose and be able to maintain 
the forward position they occupied in the 
plantation industry.
